Proper Returns to the Roads Will Be 
"Guavanteed.Uiase Prompt Actlon 
and “Dealing With Great Matter 
in a Great Way.” 


Washington, Jan. 5.—President W!l- 
son yesterday laid before congress, as- 
sembled in joint session, his recom- 
mendations for carrying out govern- 
ment operation of railroads, Bills to 
carry out the president's ideas alrendy 
had been prepared under the superv!- 
sion of the department of justice and 
were immediately introduced, with 
plans for prompt consideration, in both 
house and senate. ; 

The president spoke as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Congress: I have 
asked the privilege of addressing you 
fn order to report that on the 28th of 
December last, during the recess of 
congress, acting through the secretary 
of war and under the authority con- 
ferred upon me by the act of congress 
approved August 29, 1916, I took pos- 
session and assumed control of the 
railway Ines of the country and the 
systems of water transportation under 
their control. This step seemed to be 
{mperatively necessary in the {nterest 
of the public welfare, in the presence 
of the great tasks of war with which 
Wwe are now dealing. 

“As our experience develops difficul- 
ties and makes it clear what they are, 
I have deemed It my duty to remove 
those difficulties wherever I have the 
legal power to do so, To assume con- 
trol of the vast railway systems of the 
country is, I realize, a very heavy re- 
Sponsibllity, but to fail to do so in the 
existing circumstances would have 
been a much greater. I assumed the 
lesser responsibility rather than the 
weightler. 

Complete Mobilization Needed. 

“Tam sure that IT am speaking the 
mind of all thoughtful Americans when 
I suy that It 1s our duty as the repre- 
sentatives of the nation to do every- 
thing that ft is necessury to do to se- 
cure the complete mobilization of the 
whole resources of America by as rap- 
id and effective a means as can be 
found. Transportation supplies all the 
arteries of mobilization, Unless it he 
under a single and unified direction 
‘the whole process of the nation’s ac- 
tion is embarrassed. 

“Tt was In the true spirit of America 
and it was right, that we should first 
try to effect the necessary unifiertion 
under the voluntary action of those 
who were in charge of the great rall- 
Way properties; and we did try it, The 
directors of the railways responded to 
the need promptly and generously. 

Praises Railway Executives. 

“The group of railway executives 
who were charged with the task of 
actual co-ordination and general direc- 
tlon with patriotic zeal and marked 
ability, as was to huve been expected, 
and did, I believe, everything that tt 
was possible for them te do in the etr- 
cumstances, If T have taken the task 
out of their hands it has not been he- 
ennse of any dereliction or failure on 
their part, but only because there were 
Some things which the government can 
do and present management cannot. 
We shall continue to value most highly 
the advice and assistance of these gen- 
tHleimen, and FE nm sure we shall not find 
them withholding it. 

Government Contro({ Needed,

Relves of the experience and tratned 
ability of those who have heen man 
aging them, It ts necessary that the 
trinspartation of troops and of war 
materials, of food and of fuel, und of 
everything that is necessary for (he 
full mobilization of the energies and

I earnest- 
ly recommend that these guarantees 
be given by appropriate legislation and 
given a8 promptly as circumstances 
permit.” 

“Deal Justly With Securltles.” 

“I need not polnt out the essential jus- 
tice of such guarantees and their great 
influence and significance as elements 
{n the present Gnancial and {ndustrial 
situation of the country. Indeed, one of 
the strong arguments for assuming con- 
trol of the railrouds ut this time is the 
financial argument. It is necessary 
thut the values of railway securities 
should be justly and fairly paid and 
that the large financial operations ev- 
ery year necessary in connection with 
the maintenance, operation and devel- 
opment of the rqads should, during the 
period of the war, be wisely related to 
the financial operations of the govern- 
ment, : 

“Our first duty {s, of gourse, to con- 
serve the common interest and the 
common safety and to make certain 
that nothing stands In the way of the 
successful prosecution of the great war 
for liberty and justice, but it {s an 
obligation of public conscience and of 
public honor that the private interests 
we disturb should be kept safe from 
unjust injury, and {it is of the utmost 


that ull great financial operations 
should be stabilized and co-ordinated 
with the financlal operations of the 
government. No borrowing should run 
athwart the borrowings of the federal 
treasury and no fundamental indus- 
trial values should anywhere be un- 
necessarily tmpaired, In the hands of 
many small Investors in the country. as 
well as in national banks, in insurance 
companies, in savings banks, in trust 
companies, in financial agencies of ev- 
ery kind, railway securities, the sum 
total of which runs up te some $10,- 
000,000,000 or $11.000,000,000,  consti- 
tute a vital part of the structure of 
credit, and the unquestioned solidity 
of that structure must be mnintained.

Germany’s Plans for Annexation 
Disgust Russia and Check 
Peace Negotiations. 


OPPOSED BY ALL SOCIALISTS 


French Troops in Italy Whip the Aus- 
trians—American Ordnance De- , 
partment ts Reorganized— 
Plans Made to Hurry Our 
Forces to France.

Prussian and Austrian greed and 
duplicity exposed themselves last 
week in the peace negotations at 
Brest-Litovsk, and In consequence the 
meeung broke up with fair prospects 
that hostilities would be resumed be- 
tween Russia and the central powers, 
After making all sorts of promises to 
refrain from forcible annexations and 
to permit self-definitidn by occupied 
territories, the Germans made It clear 
that they intend to impose an Aus- 
trian monarchy on Poland and to 
make German duchies out of Lithua- 
ola and Courland.

French Victory in Italy. a 

The French forces on the Italian 
front started off the New Year right 
with a beautifully organized and 
well carried out attack on the enemy's 
positions on Monte Toba. After del- 
uging the Fiftleth Austrian division 
with artillery fire, the fine French in- 
fantry moved forward on a two-mile 
front and in a short, sharp fight. took 
the position with comparative ease, 
eapturing 1,400 prisoners—more than 
they had men engaged. The captives 
were said to be {n wretched condition. 

On the lower Piave the Italans 
drove the Invaders out of the Zen- 
son bend, and a day or two later broke 
up an attempted crossing in vessels at 
Intestadura.

Washington. All men for the war 
armies still to be raised by the United 
States will come from class one under 
the new selective service plan. That 
means the nation’s fighting “is to be 
done by young men without families 
dependent upon their labor for support 
and unskilled in neceasary. industrial 
or agricultural work. 

Provost Marshal-General Crowder 
announces the new policy in an ex- 
hausive report upon the operation of 
the selective draft law submitted to 
Secretary Baker and sent to congress. 

He says class ona should provide 
men for all military needs of the coun- 
try and to accomplish that object he 
urged amendment. of the draft law so 
as to provide that all men who have 
reached their ‘wenty-first birthdays 
since June 5, 1917, shall be required to 
register for classification. 

Also in the {nterest of fair distribu- 
tion of the military burden, he pro- 
poses that qvotas of states or districts 
be determined hereafter on the basis 
of the number of men in class one and 
not upon population.

Reject Terms. 


In effect, a reply to and rejection 
of the peace terms of the central 
powers as voiced by their spokesman 
recently at Brest-Litovsk, the pre- 
mier’s speech was for the most part 
an affirmative utterance. In great de- 
tail he went into the many problems 
calling for solution if the peace he 
had in mind was to be forthcoming. 

Thus, he indicated, Belgium must 
be completely restored and reparation 
made fo her as far as possible; France

This form of 
settiement, be said, should replace 
the old system of negotiations at a 
council table by a few schemers try- 
ing to promote the interests of one 
dynasty or another. 

Regret that Russia was no longer 
fighting on the side of the allies was 
expressed by the premier, who said 
that only Russia's own people could 
save her now from falling ultimately 
under Prussia’s domination. ° 

In beginning, the premier pointed 
out that he was speaking not merely 
for the British government. He had 
been at pains to consult representa- 
tive opinion of all sections of thought, 
before framing his utterances, and 
thus was speaking the mind of the na- 
tion’ and the empire.

Dear Sir: 

No doubt there have been many re- 
marks made by the home people, in 
regard to not more of us fellows at 
Camp writing, but Iam almost certain 
this was only neglect, and besides this 
war game is one that takes consider- 
able hard training also study, if we 
expect to win. 

I want to take this occasion to thank 
everyone in Grayling for the fine 
“send off” they gave us when we left 
for camp, also for the numerous gifts 
which were also given us at that time, 
The kit given us by the W. R. C. 
ladies is very useful, and each day 
some one finds how much they need 
it, for on our different hikes and de- 
tails, buttons are torn off, and clothes 
torn and at that time the kitis brot 
into use.. The Red Cross ladies made 
our hikes easier .by putting some ‘foot 
ease’ in the bags and you can be as- 
sured the ‘foot ease’’ was very gener- 
ously used after our first hike, for 
Army shoes don’t make the feet very 
restful ona hike, When Mr. Hanson 
gave the closing remarks, he spoke 
about our work being war. Well, 
friends, you do not realize and won,t 
realize just how true his words were, 
until you can see the Army at work; 
we have war from morning uptii 
night, and four nights a week I attend 
nou-commissioned officers’ school 
which means more study in the spare 
time I have, which is very little. To- 
morrow morning I start on a three 
weeks’ course in ‘‘snipper school.” 
At this time only two from this com- 
pany attend. This school isto train 
us in picking off spies in short time, or 
any other person trying to obtain in- 
formation in regard to our company 
movements. 

Yesterday mornivg the 337th Regi- 
ment went on a10 milehike, and the 
company fam in were sent on ahead; 
being called the Advance Guard. 
Their duty is to warn the regiment in 
the rear, the location and movement 
of the enemy. This of course is done 
by signals—using flags. John Lam- 
miman, who came down here from 
Frederic is our best man being a rail- 
road operator, and can handle the sig- 
nal end of the game in very fine shape. 
Once a week we go ona hike similar 
to this and we find it both instructive 
and interesting. 

The first part of this past week we 
were heldin quartera asa number of 
the fellows came down with diphtheria 


but we were all givena “‘shotin the i 


arm’’' and it seemed to dothe work, 
agno more cases have been reported, 
and we were giyén our freedom yes- 
terday aoon. No one was a bit sorry, 
for no one likegto be shut up in a 
barracks very long. 

I was very sorry I could not spend 
Xmas at home, but the train service 
being so uncertain I didn’t want to 
take a chance for we could only be 
away from camp four days. 

T would like to write a letter to all 
my friends, but it really is impoasible 
for one does not have very much time. 
Treceived many of the season's greet- 
ings, that I enjoyed reading very 
much, among them, was one from my 
old clans mate Lieut. Hardin E, Bwee- 
ney, and the card made me feel pretty 
good, it being from an officer toa

Experiments und inven- 
tiens continued in several different 
countries until the present fighting 
machine was developed.

College to Reach. Farmers During 
. Winter Months. 


SUBJECTS TO BE TAKEN UP 


Farm Crops, Dairying, Horticulture, 
Home Ecqnomics, Poultry and Po- 
tatoes Will Be Few of Courses 
to Be Taught. 

From Office of Publications, Michigan 
Agriculturai College, 

East Lansing, Mich.—School bells 
now are ringlog out an invitation to 
the fursuers of Michigan culling then 
during January, February and March 
to sessions of M. A. C.'s furm exten- 
sion schools. These will be conducted 
in more than 100 rural communities In 
practically every county Io the lower 
peninsula, and a few in the northern, 
and through them the college will car- 
ry to dwellers in the country facts of 
importance aubout such subjects as 
home economics, farm crops, farm 
management, soil manugement, treat- 
ment of plant diseases, horticulture, 
orgunization for boys and girls club 
work, animal husbandry, pedigreed 
grains, poultry and a number of others. 

These meetings, which officially have 
, been entitled “schools,” will actually 
be small samples of the college Itself 
-—fruits of M.A. ©.’s effort to extend 
its services into the state. While not 
new ip a “brand new” sense, they are 
a recently developed agency for-reach- 
ing rural citizens which really sre 
furmers’ institutes remodeled to bet- 
ter meet the needs of today. 

It happened all too often fn the 
case of the farmers institutes that the 
two or three day programs were filled 
with discussions—which became occa- 
sionally also concussions--by men, who 


while earnest and enthusiastic enough 
2 their desire to further the cause of 


agriculture, went at thelr subjects 
ae the wrong end. 
Now and then a spenker would 


mount the platform to hurangue his 
audience in this fashion: 

“No farmer is pluying the agricul- 
tral game to win if he does not muke 
use of commercial fertilizers. They 
are indispensable in successfully maine 
taining high production of crops 
through a period of years. On my own 
farm, I have used mixed fertilizers for 
twenty years and my crops are as 
large today as they were when the soil 
Wus virgin, Unquestionably, fertilizers 
are the secret of my success.” 

No attempt was made to bring out 
the fact that while such a practice 
might have worked out well enough 
en the particular furm of the particu- 
lar lecturer, In the. particular locality 
in which he resided, it might not do at 
all dn another agricultural region 
where the soil was of @ radically dif: 
ferent type, or where others equally 
vuriable factors entered In, 

In the ease of the one-duy, two-day 
and three-day schools, which will be 
conducted by ceunty agents and ex- 


| tension specialists, co-operating with 


the local farni bureaus, all such topics 
will be approached froin the stand- 
point of the general principles under- 
lying soil management, the rational 
feeding of live stock, and so on, so 
that hearers can apply the informa- 
tion given to thelr own needs without 
any fear that it will breed trouble for 
them. The schools will be open to all 
who would attend. Institutes will, 
however, be conducted tn a few places, 
though where they are arranged for 
they will be patterned after the 
schools.

partment of the college us follows:

SALT BEDS IN NETHERLANDS 


Consul Frank W. Mahin, Ameterdam, 
Writes of the Scarcity of the 
Much-Needed Article. 


Holland has always had such an 
abundance of salt for all purposes ang 
so cheap that nobody ever thought of 
economy In connection with it, says

plies of salt formerly came to Holland 
elefly from England, Germany and 
Portugal. Now they come from Ger-
